To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Abertillery  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Abertillery  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  Western  Valleys 
of  Monmouthshire,  13  miles  north-west  of  Newport, and  20  miles  south- 
west of  Monmouth. 

Its  greatest  length,  north  to  south  is  6|  miles,  while  it  varies  in 
breadth,  east  to  west,  from  £ to  2\  miles.  It  has  an  area  of  10£  square 
miles,  being  one  of  the  largest  Urban  Districts  in  the  County.  The 
population  is  22,350,  and  the  rateable  value  is  £401,913. 

The  estimated  product  of  a penny  rate  is  £1556. 

(Decimal  Equivalent)  £3734. 

The  Urban  Area  is  divided  into  5 wards  : 

Ward  1.  Llanhilleth — This  includes  that  part  of  Llanhilleth  south-east 
of  the  Nant-Cuffin,  with  the  portions  of  Crumlin  and  Hafodyrynys 
which  are  within  the  district.

WATER  SUPPLY 

“Under  the  Gwent  Water  Board  Order  1969,  the  former  Aber- 
tillery  and  Dist  ict  Water  Board  relinquished  their  duties  as  the 
Statutory  Water  Authority  for  this  Area  from  April  1st,  1970. 

A Contract,  already  in  progress  for  major  works  involving 
intake  and  supply  alterations  at  Cwmtillery  Reservoir,  has  con- 
tinued and  the  majority  of  the  wo~k  to  be  carried  out  under 
this  Contract  has  been  completed. 

During  the  progress  of  this  work  it  was  necessary  to  make 
temporary  supply  arrangements  which  caused  complaints  of 
“dirty  water”  to  be  common  in  the  area. 

The  only  satisfactory  solution  to  this  problem  will  be  the 
construction  of  new  Treatment  Works  and  a complete  mains 
cleaning  programme  where  deposits  have  accumulated  over 
many  years. 

The  Board  are  fully  aware  of  this  problem  and  following  the 
completion  of  the  present  Contract,  aim  to  design  and  construct 
a new  Treatment  Works  at  this  Reservoir. 

It  should  be  noted  that  constant  care  is  taken  that  supply  is 
bacteriologically  satisfactory  and  that  Consumers  need  have  no 
fears  regarding  the  safety  of  the  supply. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1971  was 
53.22  ins.  — the  highest  precipitation  ocurred  on  6th  November, 
1970  when  1.81  ins.  was  recorded  in  24  hours.”

WESTERN  VALLEYS  (MON.)  SEWERAGE  BOARD 

“The  Western  Valleys  (Mon.)  Sewe.age  Board  was  constituted 
by  Private  Act  in  1903  and  now  comprises  eight  Constituent 
Local  Authorities  which  are  Urban  District  Councils  in  the 
Western  and  Sirhowy  Valleys  of  Monmouthshire.  Sewerage  is 
also  accepted  from  part  of  the  County  Borough  of  Newport  and 
part  of  the  Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  District. 

The  area  comprises  three  steep  sided  valleys  of  Monmouth- 
shire approximately  24  miles  long  by  5 miles  wide.  The  drain- 
age a ea  is  approximately  51,000  acres  in  extent  and  is  served 
by  a main  trunk  sewer  which  discharges  after  storage  to  the 
Severn  Estuary  at  St.  Brides,  Wentlooge,  two  miles  east  of  the 
River  Usk.  From  the  commencement  at  Brynmawr,  the  sewer 
falls  1,248  feet  to  its  outfall  point.  The  design  population  was 
200,000  and  the  present  population  served  is  154,570.  The  origi- 
nal main  trunk  sewer  was  constructed  in  1906/1908  and  com- 
prises 51  miles  of  sewer  varying  from  60  ins.  diameter  to  9 ins. 
diameter.  Its  construction  is  mainly  brick  with  short  lengths 
of  steel  and  stoneware.  The  final  cost  of  the  original  works  in 
1910  was.  £313,400.  The  sewer  discharges  into  a 3 m.g.  11  ft. 
diameter  storage  tank  at  Cardiff  Road  and  is  released  twice  in 
24  hours,  discharges  commencing  1|  hours  before  high  water 
and  terminating  at  half  ebb  3.20  hou's  after  high  water. 

In  1968  the  lower  10  miles  of  the  valley  was  provided  with  a 
duplicate  sewer  of  mainly  concrete  pipes  discharging  through 
a Comminutor  Chamber  in  which  two  Comminutors  macerate 
sewage.  Two  additional  storage  tanks  rectangular  in  section  of 
reinforced  concrete  were  also  constructed  with  a capacity  of  5 
m.g.  The  total  cost  was  £1,833,500. 

The  original  sewer  was  designed  for  6 x D.W.F.  which  amoun- 
ted to  120  g.h.d.  The  new  section  has  been  designed  at  340 
g.h.d.  Futu  e schemes  will  be  designed  at  430  g.h.d.  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Report  on  Storm  Overflows. 

The  Board  is  awaiting  a further  report  on  future  requirements 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  remaining  40  miles  will  need 
duplication  and/or  replacing  during  the  next  10  years.”
